‘The first step taken by our Euro­ 
pean contem poraries after the war 
Jtrlll no doubt be that of attracting 
gold fo re-establish 
their

prestige. 
This can, of course, best be 
accomplished by again building 
up 
the doramerce which they have tem ­ 
porarily neglected, and so endeavor­ 
ing to create an increase of exports 
over import* with the United States, 
If It should be that the bulk of the 
World's gold supply is still held here.
